WASHINGTON — Urging 
his 


amendment to equalize voting pow- 
er in the league of nations assembly 
Senator Johnson, pleaded that tha 
senate consider the question from a 
national 
standpoint 
only. Every 


other nation he said, was acting in 
its own national interest and 
the 


United States could not afford to be 
the only country in the world act- 
ing on a disinterested and altruis- 
tic basis. 
The committee's new reservation 


program got into the debate when 
Senator Lenroot, Republican, Wis- 
consin, took exception to a reported 
statement 
by Senator 
Hitchcock, 


the administration leader that the 
committee preamble requiring spe- 
cific acceptance of tlie reservations 
by three of the principal 
powers 


would require re-negotiations of the 
treaty. 
Senator Lenroot said ho 


could" not believe Senator Hitchcock 
held a view 
so clearly erroneous. 


Action by the power, he said, could 
be had by r.ote through the usual 
diplomatic channels. -Senator Len- 
root presented a draft of a reserva- 
tion which would provide that the 
United States should 'not be bound 
by any leagus decision in which any 
nation and its dominions had mofe 
than one vote.

GDTTING MARSH 
HAY IS A BIG 
NEW INDUSTRY 


Extensive Plan Worked 


Out on Waukau Marsh; 


First in the State 


Not many 
.. miles from Oshfcosh 
there is an enterprise—an industry 
—so unusual that it. has attracted 
attention 
and '.investigation .t from 


many parts of the country. 
, t -.. 


The industry is that of cutting;, 


curing and shipping .marsh bay, a 
product valuable for feed, for cattle 
and for use in some of the manufac- 
turing fields of the United Statei. 


The scene of the haying industry 


is the Waukau marsh, a section of 
low, wet land containing about 6,500 
acres, between Waukau and Pickett. 
The head of -the enterprise is D. W. 
Osborn of Oshkpsh."' This season he 
placed on a busineii basis the cutt- 
ing1 and baling of the wild grass 
that grows" in tha marshes and his 
introduction of tractors • upon 
the 


marsh has become an innovation 
that has brought many here to see 
how he does it. There is only one 
•other large marsh hay operator in 
the entire 
country who 
could, be 


classed as a rival • of Mr! Osborn. 
He lives in Indiana and docs his 
haying with horse drawn: machin- 
ery but not with tractors. 


Hay has been cut this fall on 


about 1,000 acres of the. Wautam 
marsh and- other acres are still to 
be eat if the weather will permit. 
The cutting will be continued mrtil 
snoir flies. There an two kinds of 
grass on the marsh, one known as 
"blae joint" /grass,' and the other 
long swamp hay. The fanners sell 
their marsh and hay at $3.00 a ton. 


The best and finest hay is torted 


out and is sent to market for the 
feeding of cattle and other animals 
in the winter. The long, .course 
grass goes to the steel factories in 
the east, where it is spun into rope 
and used 
for making 
cores for 


moulding iron pipe*. The grass 
rope is wound.on steel cylinders and 
covered with a thin coating of clay. 
Then the molten iron is pon«d into 
the moulds and the heat burns away 
the hay making it easy to take out 
the cores. 
The course glass is also sent to 


glass factories at Pittsburg and 
other centers of glass industry and 
is used for packing window and 
other glass shipment. It also is in 
demand for packing bananas. - The 
short refuse of the marsh hay goes 
for packing ice for 
storage, and 


and brick factories use some1 of it 
for packing betwean .pressed bricks.

Publicity Is Poor 


Poor methods of publicity, cou- 


pled with inability to "put their 
best foot foremost" and the agita- 
tion of anarchistic minority, has 
placed the steel workers m an em- 
barrassing position, Dr. Commons 
declared. They are failing to gam 
the supporc of public opinion which 
they deserve largely because, 
in- 


stead of putting, their demand for 
the eight-hour any 
"m the head- 


line," they have tacked it on at the 
boitom and pei. recognition of tne 
union as the chief demand.' 


The threatened coal strike, os- 


tensibly to gain the six-hour day, is 
actually for an 
entirely 
.different 


reason, Dr. Commons explained, for 
while the fact that ^abor is likely 
to demand a.still shorter day v.'hen 
the eight-hour day is achieved can- 
not be denied, in this case the real 
reason is to spread,, out the work. 
The coal miner, subject 
to many 


lay-offs and having had the experi- 
ence of actually working more dayi 
in 1897, when he was on stake be- 
tween four and five months, than 
in the year before or the year af- 
ter the strike, cannot be convinced 
that the way to make the nation 
more wealthy is to produce more 
wealth. His experience has taugh* 
the miner, Dr. Commons said, that 
the way to make the wealth "reach 
around" is to produce less wealth. 


The three chief causes of labor 


inrest, as Dr. Commons sees them, 
are the insecurity of employment, 
as expressed by the miners, 
tne 


0"e- long working day and iprofit- 
euring, as exemplified ^y .^ feel 
company's westing ofj.600,000,000 
or $700,000,000 from the public and 
from the workers in enforcing the 
twelve to twenty-four-hour day, to ^

Ie0f three causes Dr. Commons 
placed the greater stress on the 
factor of uncertainty 
of employ- 


ment. 
Capitalism is built upon the 


security 
of expectations 
for 
the 


future, he explained, showing -that 
caoit.il is loaned to industry or in- 
vested in industry only because of 
that security; and if it goes down, 
if it is superseded by-Bolshevism 
or something else, the reason wnl 
be because it has given on security 


t0Drf Commons presented. no "rule 
of thumb" proofs for securing this 
desired 
factor 
in industry. 
He 


showed that it may be done by the 
initiative of the capitalist employ- 
*r and that the result springs nat- 
urally from 
cooperation 
between 


capital and labor and the, forming 
of 'a common interest. 


Reforms .In Industry
